When  you  plant  seed  you  do  it  to  get  a crop.  You  don’t  want  the 
stand  thin,  nor  do  you  want  to  spend  years  cutting  out  the  noxious 
weed.

— First  thing,  buy  of  a square-dealing  Seed 
House.  Seed  houses  know  seeds.  They  don’t  dare  to  sell  the  con- 
sumer poor  seed.  They  might,  however,  woik  it  off  on  some  other 
dealer. 

I am  sure  you  know  your  business  better  than  1 do.  but  it’s  likely 
that  I know  the  seed  business  better  than  you  do;  been  at  it  twenty 
years. 

Nebraska  New  Seed  Law  compels  everybody  who  sells  seed  to 
attach  a tag  to  each  bag,  showing  purity,  germination,  per  cent  of 
weed  and  amount  of  noxious  weed.  Read  these  tags  and  don’t  buy 
any  seed  unless  the  tags  are  there.  Only  Nebraska  dealers  and  farm- 
ers have  to  comply  with  this  law.  So  buy  your  seed  from  Nebraska 
dealers. 

1923  Prices — Practically  all  our  prices  are  equal  to  or  lower  than 
pre-war  prices.  Grade  for  grade,  we  have  always  sold  better  seed 
for  the  same  prices  than  others.  In  six  years  we  have  built  up  our 
large  business  by  selling  good  seed  at  low  prices.
